THE  JENNY  LIND  HOSPITAL  FOR  CHILDREN,

Parents  are  asked  to  contribute  a  small  amount  towards  the 
cost  of  treatment,  unless  they  have  provided  for  this  through 
one  of  the  contributory  funds. 

- — - 

IN-PA  TIENTS. 

No  child  can  be  admitted  without  the  recommendation 
of  a  Subscriber,  except  in  cases  of  accident  or  great 
urgency,  when  the  patient  is  admitted  without  delay. 

Children  eligible  for  admission  as  in-patients  are  boys  from 
two  to  ten  years,  and  girls  from  two  to  twelve  years  of  age,  not 

suffering  from  an  infectious  or  contagious  disease. 

A  limited  number  of  children  under  the  age  of  two  years  are 
admitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee  of  Management. 

All  patients  are  discharged  at  the  expiration  of  two  months, 
unless  the  Medical  Officer  is  of  opinion  that  further  treatment 
is  requisite,  in  which  case  a  fresh  recommendation  must  be 
obtained  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  two  months  and  every 
two  succeeding  months. 

Time  of  Admission: — Daily,  before  n  a.m.,  except 
Sunday. 

Visiting  Hours  : — Saturdays,  from  Two-thirty  to  Three 
o’clock  in  the  Afternoon,  but  owing  to  risk  of  infection, 
Visitors  are  not  to  be  allowed  inside  the  Wards  except  under 
special  circumstances. 

OUT-PATIENTS. 

Children  of  both  sexes,  tip  to  the  age  of  twelve  years, 
are  treated  as  out-patients,  without  recommendation. 

Time  of  Admission  : — At  9.30  a.m.  every  morning,  except 
Sunday  and  Bank  Holidays. 


PRIVILEGES  OF  GOVERNORS 
AND  SUBSCRIBERS. 


Governors  {i.e..  Subscribers  of  £i  is.  at  least  annually) 
and  Subscribers  are  each  year  entitled  to  In-door  Recom¬ 
mendations  for  patients  according  to  the  following  scale  : — 

1.  Annual  Subscribers  for  each  £1  is.  may  recom¬ 
mend  One  In-patient. 

2.  The  representatives  of  organised  Collections  and 
Friendly  Societies  for  each  jQi  is.  may  recommend 
One  In-patient. 

3.  For  each  Church  or  Chapel  Collection  the 
Clergyman,  Minister  or  representative  for  each 
jQi  is.  may  recommend  (within  a  year  after 
payment)  One  In-patient. 

4.  The  Norwich  Hospitals  and  Medical  Institutions 
Sunday  and  Saturday  Fund  Committee  for  each 
£1  is.  may  recommend  One  In-patient. 

5.  Benefactors  of  not  less  than  20  Guineas  may 
recommend  One  In-patient  annually. 

No  individual  Governor  is  entitled  to  have  more  than  two 
patients  in  the  Hospital  at  one  time. 

All  Subscriptions  are  due  on  the  1st  of  January 

in  each  year,  and  no  Governor  or  Subscriber  whose  subscription 
is  six  months  in  arrear  is  entitled  to  exercise  any  privilege  in 
connection  with  the  Hospital.  No  new  Subscriber  has  the  right 
to  vote  at  a  Board  meeting  unless  his  or  her  subscription  shall 
have  been  paid  three  months  previously,  but  Life  Governors 
are  at  once  entitled  to  every  privilege  of  the  Hospital.

Considerable  renovations  to  the  Colman  Ward  and  Obser¬ 
vation  Block  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  the 
Ward  was  closed  for  several  weeks  while  the  work  was 
being  done. 

TONSIL  AND  ADENOID  CASES. 

Arrangements  still  continue  with  the  Education  Committees 
of  the  Norwich  City  Council  and  the  Norfolk  County  Council 
for  the  admission  of  School  Children  requiring  operations  for 
the  removal  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  The  Stuart  Ward  is 
used  for  these  cases,  each  child  being  kept  as  an  In-Patient 
for  at  least  two  nights.

ORTHOPAEDICS. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  Education 
Committee  of  the  Norfolk  County  Council  for  the  treatment 
of  Orthopaedic  cases  among  School  Children,  a  highly  important 
branch  of  surgery  for  the  remedying  of  defects  which  has 
received  so  great  an  impetus  during  the  last  decade. 

SURGICAL  TUBERCULOSIS. 

This  Hospital  has  again  been  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  the  treatment  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis,  and  was 
visited  by  a  Medical  Officer  of  that  Department  in  November. 

ALMONING  DEPARTMENT. 

Of  the  total  number  of  1283  Patients,  781  or  62.9  %  were 
admitted  under  the  Contributory  Scheme,  133  or  10.6  °/Q  were 
given  free  treatment,  whilst  326  or  26.2  %  were  paid  for  by  outside 
authorities,  or  by  parents  who  contributed,  according  to  their 
means,  towards  treatment. 

JOINT  HOSPITALS  AND  WAR  MEMORIAL  APPEAL. 

At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  the  Governors  gave  their 
sanction  to  a  Public  Appeal  for  money  with  the  three-fold 
object  of  erecting  an  Out-Patient  and  Special  Departments 
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Block,  of  increasing  the  accommodation  for  the  Nursing  Staff, 
and  of  the  Repayment  of  a  Loan  and  Bank  Overdraft.  With 
those  objects  in  view  an  Appeal  Booklet  was  drawn  up  asking 
for  ,£25,000. 

The  circumstances  under  which  this  Appeal  was  launched 
changed  somewhat  when,  in  May,  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Norwich 
(Mr.  Charles  R.  Bignold)  brought  forward  a  Scheme  for  a 
War  Memorial  Appeal,  with  the  double  object  of  erecting  a 
suitable  structure  as  a  tribute  to  Norwich  Citizens  who  fell  in 
the  War,  and  of  providing  much  needed  funds  for  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  and  the  Jenny  Lind  Hospital. 
Conferences  were  held  in  which  representatives  of  both 
Hospitals  took  part,  with  the  result  that  at  a  Public  Meeting 
held  in  Stuart  Hall,  Norwich,  on  June  nth,  1927,  the  Scheme 
was  adopted,  the  balance  of  any  money  collected  to  be  divided 
in  the  proportion  of  one  quarter  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Hospital  and  three  quarters  to  the  Jenny  Lind  Hospital.  It 
was  felt  that  the  Jenny  Lind  Hospital  had  a  just  claim  to  share 
in  a  War  Memorial  Appeal  because  by  co-operating  with  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  it  had  freed  beds  there  for 
the  Wounded  Soldiers  by  taking  in  extra  children.  The 
proportion  of  the  fund  allotted  to  the  Jenny  Lind  Hospital 
was  settled  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  its  Appeal  had 
been  postponed  for  some  time  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  that 
of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. 

Heartiest  thanks  are  due  to  the  Lord  Mayor,  the  Sheriff 
of  Norwich  (Mr.  A.  A.  Rice),  and  others  for  all  the  work  they 
devoted  to  the  Appeal,  the  happy  result  being  that  the 
Jenny  Lind  Hospital  has  received  the  sum  of  £8250,  which 
will  probably  be  augmented  by  a  further  £250.  The  Committee 
recommends  that  this  sum  should  be  allocated  to  the  new 
Out-Patient  and  Special  Departments  Block,  feeling  that  the 
public  would  wish  to  associate  it  with  some  definite  object,  and 
they  appeal  for  further  help  so  that  the  Building,  when  erected, 
may  be  worthy  of  its  object  and  of  the  City. 
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A  Wreath  in  the  name  of  the  Jenny  Lind  Hospital  was 
placed  on  the  War  Memorial  at  the  unveiling  Ceremony^ 
on  October  9th,  1927. 

NORWICH  HIGH  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

A  “Talents”  Competition,  inaugurated  by  Mrs.  Collinson, 
who  gave  15s.  3d.  in  pennies  to  185  girls,  has  resulted  in  the 
sum  of  ^85,  which  has  been  placed  on  deposit  for  a  specific 
object  in  connection  with  the  new  Out-Patient  Department. 

NURSES’  HOSTEL. 

The  accommodation  for  Nurses  had  become  a  pressing 
problem  ;  extra  bedrooms,  a  study  room,  and  a  recreation  room 
being  sorely  needed.  Circumstances  have,  however,  helped 
to  solve  the  difficulty.  Two  adjoining  houses  at  the 
corner  of  Christchurch  Road,  Unthank  Road  (Nos.  258  and 
260),  standing  in  their  own  grounds,  came  into  the  market 
at  the  same  time.  Your  Committee  considered  the  question 
in  all  its  bearings,  and  it  was  decided  to  purchase  this  freehold 
property  and  throw  the  two  houses  into  one.  Their  decision 
was  made  the  easier  from  the  fact  that  Mrs.  Radford  Pym,  in 
addition  to  a  legacy  of  ^£200,  had  bequeathed  one  moiety  of 
the  residue  of  her  estate  to  the  Jenny  land  Hospital,  a  sum 
amounting  to  ^2758  17s.  8d.,  almost  exactly  the  price  of  the 
houses,  thus  enabling  your  Committee  to  accommodate  the 
Nursing  Staff  in  suitable  premises  at  a  much  earlier  date  than 
had  been  anticipated.  The  Committee  feels  it  is  only  fitting 
that  these  houses  should  be  called  “  Pym  House.” 

Money  is  required  for  the  necessary  structural  alterations 
and  furnishing,  and  any  gifts  in  money  or  suitable  furniture 
would  be  very  welcome. 

FRIGIDAIRE. 

During  the  year  a  Frigidaire  has  been  installed  as  a 
Memorial  gift,  at  the  expense  of  a  donor  who  desires  to  remain 
anonymous.  This  is  a  Cold  Storage  Apparatus  in  which  food 
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and  milk  are  kept,  and  not  only  greatly  lessens  the  risk 
of  contamination  but  acts  as  a  labour-saving  device. 

FINANCE. 

The  income  for  the  year  amounted  to  ^7902  16s.  8d. 
as  compared  with  ^,7052  9s.  7d.  in  1926;  whereas  the  expendi¬ 
ture  for  1927,  including  an  item  of  special  expenditure,  being 
the  amount  due  to  the  Norwich  Corporation  for  making  up  Morn- 
ington  Road,  ^£418  5s,  was  ^£8185  os.  3d.,  showing  a  deficit 
of  £2^2  3s.  7d. 

The  annual  subscriptions  were  slightly  in  advance  of  1926. 

The  average  daily  cost  per  patient  was  8s.  2d.  and  the 
average  stay  of  each  child  in  Hospital  was  i64  days. 

£220  was  received  for  the  support  of  Cots. 

The  Norwich  Hospitals  and  Medical  Institutions  Sunday 
and  Saturday  Fund,  of  which  the  Contributory  Scheme  provides 

by  far  the  greater  part,  has  again  exceeded  all  records  and  this 

% 

Hospital  has  benefited  by  this  excellent  scheme  to  the  extent  of 
£■$ 396,  or  £228  more  than  last  year,  and  grateful  thanks  are 
accorded  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  claims  of  sick  children  continue  to  make  a  strong 
appeal  to  the  community,  and  the  Committee  of  Management  is 
grateful  for  the  interest  and  financial  support  received.  Special 
efforts  to  help  the  Hospital  funds  have  again  been  numerous, 
and  are  specifically  mentioned  on  page  ,  together  with  a  list 
of  friends  who  have  remembered  the  Hospital  in  their  distribu¬ 
tion  of  Clothing,  Linen,  Toys,  Fruit,  etc.,  which  is  given  on 
page  .  The  Matron  can  always  find  use  for  the  smallest 
contribution  and  gifts  of  this  character  are  very  welcome.

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1364,  made  up  of  1020  from  the  Members,  227  from  the 
Norfolk  Red  Cross  Branch  (South  Walsham  and  Blofield 
Division),  and  117  from  the  Drayton  Working  Party;  while 
materials  were  made  up  by  Working  Parties  at  Kirby  Bedon, 
Berghapton,  the  Brundall  Women’s  Institute,  and  a  Working 
Party  at  Booton.  There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  Subscriptions.

MEDICAL  OFFICERS’  REPORT. 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  Statistics  appended  to  this 
Report,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  work  in  nearly 
every  Department  of  the  Hospital  in  1927  as  compared  with 
the  year  1926.  It  is  true  that  there  were  41  less  In-Patients, 
but  this  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  Colman  (Medical) 
Ward  was  closed  for  decorating  and  repairs  from  July  27th 
to  October  5th,  and  that  the  Gannon  (Surgical)  Ward  had 
to  be  closed  on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever  from  October  27th 
to  November  30th.  In  spite  of  this  closure  the  average 
number  of  beds  in  daily  occupation  was  53.5,  as  compared 
with  49.0  in  1926. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  of  each  child  was  16.5  days 
as  against  13.5  days  in  1926,  which  is  largely  accounted 
for  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  Orthopaedic  cases. 
1927  was  the  first  full  year  of  the  new  Orthopaedic  Clinic, 
which,  as  the  figures  show,  has  been  largely  attended.  In 
fact,  in  all  the  Special  Departments  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  work  as  compared  with  that  of  the  previous  year.
